GUIMARAES TO’GO 
BEFORE JUDGE. 


BROKER IDENTIFIES: HIM 
WITH FORMER CASE, ~ 


Following hig committal — on 
chargea relating to an alleged bank- 
note trick by which Wong To-pe, a 
Chinese journalist, Is said to have 
been defrauded of $7,000, Leo 
Guimaraes yesterday faced furthor 
charges bnacd by the Crown on 
somewhat similar facts and with 


another Chinese, a broker, named |- 


Ho Pul-yim, as tha complainant. + 

The ense for the Crown waa.con- 
ducted by: Mr. -‘T. S, Whyte-Smith, 
and that of Guimaraes by Mr. Leo 
d’Almada, Jnr, on instructions 
from Messrs. Johnson, Stokes & 
Master, - 

Ho Pul-yim testified that he svas 
the- purchasing official of the Yuk 
Kee Grocery, of 116, Connaught, 
Road Weat, but in addition, did 
business for other people. At the 
end of: April Inst he was commis- 
sioned by the Ming Tai firm of 
Kwang Chow Wan to buy Satgon 
one-pinstre notes, for which 4,800 
silver dollars were remitted to him, 
it being held thnt locni exchange 
conditions fnvoured such a pur- 
chase, 

In pursuance of: this commission, 
he went to the Tak Sing exchange 
shop, opposite the Macao Wharf, on 
May 7, but was unable to effect the 
purelase., While standing on: the 
pavement he was hailed by o man 
whom he knew as Au Kut-wan, 
doing a brokerage business of 
sorts, who enquired of him his 
buslnesst They went to a tea- 
house, where Au.confided to him 
that he knew of n European who 
could turn out “exquisite” imita- 
tions of the ten-dollar bills issued 
by the Hongkong & Shanghai Bank, 
The European was in business in 4 
big way and would not inke the 
trouble of selling less than $10,000 
of such notes at a time. 


A Sample Copy. 


However, he (Au) world be nble 
to arrange it with the European 
for a small amount to be made 
available to witness and he showed 
witness a “sample” copy of such 
forgeries, explaining that the print- 
ed area was wider on the counter- 
feit note than it was on the genuine 
article, The rate of exchange 
would be 60 per ‘cent, of the face 
walute of the forgeries, this after 
allowing for a specint discount. he 
(Au) wus.able to fix up with his 
friend the European. : 

Witness detailed what followed 
at subsequent meetings, and, com- 
ing to the doings of the 8th, sald 
that on that day Au took him to 
No. 6 Caine Road, where they were 
ushered by a small boy into a ait- 
ting room on the ground floor, and 
in which they remained for 10 or 
16 minutes. A European (witness 
identified him with the photograph 
of Guilhertno Guimaraes) then ap 
peared from upstairs, in company 
with an interpreter, and the ques- 
tion was asked witness if he was 
looking for “merchandise.” Wit- 
ness replied in the affirmative and 
produced $3,000 taken from tlic 
amount he was to have bought 
Saigon money with, and which he 
‘now handed to the European on the 
understanding that he was to have 
counterfelts to. the face value of 
$6,000 in return. The European 
counted the money and then handed 
it to his Interpreter, after which 
the latter left the room, ostensibly 
for the purpose of fetching the 
forgeries. 

“Policeman” Appears. 

Left ‘with Au, and Guilhermo 
Guimaraes, witness remained in the 
room for half-an-hour. Then an- 
other European (witness identified 
him as Leo Guimaraes), came in 
and, demanding of witness ‘what 
he was doing there," gave witness 
to understand at the same time that 
he was a Police Inspector and pro- 
duced a paper that appeared to be 
a warrant, The European searched 
the three men, and coming to Gull- 
hormo, spoke to him in a Euro- 
pean language before taking _ him 
by tho front of his jacket and lead- 
Ing him out of the room.

His Lordship found 
defendant on three points (1) that 
plaintiffs could not succeed because 
there was no privity of contract, 
(2) that if detendants were acting 
ns common carriers (as his Lord- 
ship had found they were) their 
common law Hability was displaced 
by the action of plaintiffs in putting 
their own employees in charge of 
the goods carried, it being contend-
